\ I Ii urgent job of getting telephone service to 
those waiting is going ahead. A e are nearing a 
milestone: Soon everyone who needs only a tele­ 
phone instrument itself to get service will have 
it. That shortage is about o\ cr. 


In the first three months of this year we have 
installed 150,000 new telephones in the five states 
we serve. This is as many as we would have in­ 
stalled in six months of a normal year. 


Although I”0,000 new applicants for service 
during this time kept the waiting list long (223,- 
OOQ in the Southwest as April began), we now 
are getting service faster to those waiting longest. 
A great many of the people waiting for service 
on V-J Day now have it. 


Two big jobs remain:

None of these ventures endured, 
however, and it was left to the 
English to establish perm anent set­ 
tlements. 
Charles I in 1629 granted to Sir 
Robert Heath “ all A m erica from 
sea to sea between the 36th and 31st 
parallels of latitude under the nam e 
of Carolina.” Even then the coun­ 
try rem ained unexplored until I boa 
when 
Charles 
II 
chartered 
Hie 
sam e territory to eight of his loyal 
friends. They becam e lord propri­ 
etors of the province of Carolina. 
In March, 1670, the first settlem ent, 
consisting of 148 persons, was m ade 
at 
Albemarle 
Point 
and 
nam ed 
Charles Town, the Charleston of to­ 
day. 
Cavaliers 
and 
Puritans 
cam e 
from England to swell the popula­ 
tion The fam e of Carolina sunshine 
spread, and the story of its fertile 
soil was repeated in m any lands. 
From across the sea and from other 
American colonies they cam e, until 
there 
were 
Cavaliers, 
Puritans 
French Huguenots, Irish, Dutch and 
Germ ans. 
Many Q uakers arrived 
early, and one of them , John Arch- 
lade 
served 
as 
governor of the 
province. 
Later m ore than a thou­ 
sand suffering Acadian* found a ref­ 
uge and a home. Added to all these 
were the Negroes, bringing an un­ 
suspected gift or rhythm , and fur­ 
nishing the sinews for the struggle 
to build a new land.

They fought for the right of local 


self-government. 
They 
overthrew 
the proprietary governm ent and be­ 
cam e a royal province under the 
king's charter, They finally revolted 
against the king himself, and be­ 
cam e one of the 13 original A m eri­ 
can colonies. They reasserted th em ­ 
selves again in 1860, and there fol­ 
lowed the Civil war. 
Through all the years, in m a ssa ­ 
cre and war, through storm 
and 
fire, despite earthquake and pesti­ 
lence. the people of South Carolina 
struggled on. They explored the wil­ 
derness and located new towns and 
more plantations. They built roads 
through forests and sw am ps, and 
threw bridges 
across 
rivers 
and 
stream s. They built houses of ‘‘tab­ 
by” —a composition of crushed oys­ 
ter shell—and of thick hardwood 
logs. They spread out from the Low 
country to the Up country. They built 
for beauty and utility and discov­ 
ered the dignity of life.

Would Benefit U. S. Business

C R O M observations this reporter 
" has m ade in the hearings on the 
proposed 
British 
loan 
it appears 
that opposition is coming largely 
from the sam e sources which were 
definitely 
pre-Pearl 
Harbor 
isola­ 
tionists. 
To the uninitiated the argum ents 
pro and con on this proposed $3,750,- 
000,000 loan are confusing. They are 
involved with high finance and for­ 
eign trade, with the sterling bloc, 
the 
export 
cycles, 
with 
interna­ 
tional credit and m any other factors 
which only experts at that sort of 
thing can readily perceive. 
^♦ripprd down to everyday lan­ 
gauge, however, here are the po­ 
tent factors: (I) We are actually 
merely extending Britain a line of 
credit to the amount of $3,750,000,- 
ftOO; (2) She can draw on this credit 
until December 31, 1951, and pays 
us back in 50 equal installments 
with interest at 2 per cent; she must 
pay the principal installment every 
year and (3> Britain agrees to open 
up to unrestrained American trade 
the entire British Commonwealth ol 
South Africa, India, Australia, the 
British Isles and every place else 
where sterling is the rate of ex­ 
change to American business and 
American dollars and she cannot 
obtain a loan from any third coun­ 
try until after 1951. Now th a t’s what 
we give and Britain promises. 
What do we get back’’ 
We get 
our money back, plus interest, plus 
$650,000,000 of lend-lease balance, 
plus increased exports to Britain 
and the British Com monwealth, plus 
paym ent in dollars, plus no discrim ­ 
inatory import restrictions against 
the U. S., plus paying a portion of 
her debts to other nations in A m er­ 
ican dollars giving other countries 
m ore 
money 
with 
which 
to buy 
A m erican 
goods, 
pius support of 
the A m erican proposals for getting 
world trade going through an In. 
ternational T rade Organization. 
We Would Gain Much 
Now why is this loan important 
to the average business man and 
farmer in the small towns of the 
country? 
There are four reasons: 
(I) We must have an expanding for­ 
eign trade to keep our high produc­ 
tive capacity on farm and factory 
going full tilt: (2) Britain and the 
British Commonwealth of Nations 
were our best customers before the 
war . . . they took 42 per cent of 
our trade; (3) an expanding foreign 
trade among nations can’t happen 
unless 
Britain 
can 
pay 
her war 
debts aiwl can be put on an eco­ 
nomically sound basis, for though 
we have a huge war debt, we owe 
no one but the American people, 
whereas Britain owes other nations 
and (4) without economic security 
of other nations, fostered by expand­ 
ing world trade, there can be no in­ 
surance of world peace. 
And a fifth 
reason 
is that 
Britain, our ally, 
took an unmerciful pounding cost­ 
ing thousands of British lives, to 
save American lives while we were 
getting prepared for war. 
The argum ent is m ade that Brit­ 
ain did not pay her debt to us after 
World War I. 
She did pay back 
434 million dollars in principal and 
billion dollars in interest before 
the world depression caught her 
The argum ent also is m ade that to 
m ake this loan will cause some in­ 
flation here and the answ er is that 
Britain 
only 
wants 
goods 
which 
com e from our war-expanded indus­ 
tries and com modities of which we 
have surpluses and m oreover, if she 
spends it all here, it would only 
am ount to five-tenths of I per cent 
of the total dem and for goods and 
services in this country over aij 
anticipated five-year period. 
Little Left to Sell 
Let Britain sell her holdings in 
this country, is another argum ent of 
the isolationists. 
But she has only 
585 million dollars in unpledged as­ 
sets in this country, and in addition 
she is borrowing 111 billion dollars 
from C anada at 2 per cent, the only 
other country which has dollars. 
Another argum ent is, why should 
we loan our dollars to a socialist 
nation? 
Well, there is a question 
of w hether or not England really is 
socialist. 
Even if it is, neverthe­ 
less it is the Bank of England that 
finances 
the 
British 
governm ent 
with internal loans. Most certainly 
an expanding world trad e and at­ 
tending 
piosperity will tend 
to 
strengthen rather than weaken the 
free enterprise system , even in Eng­ 
land. 
So the British loan will not 
subsidize socialism in England. 
And the argum ent that to m ake a 
loan to Britain will open the door to 
applications for other nations.

The International Bank will 
take care of long-term reconstruc­ 
tion and developm ent loans and the
